工 wo_ years ag0 when the U.S Supreme Court upheld the 
Secniority System over affirmative action gains in Memphis 
Firefighters v.、Stotts，Reynolds tried with little _ success to 
convince 51 public employers with either voluntary or courtor- 
derecd affirmative action programs to abandon the use of goals 
and timetables in hiring and promoting qualified minorities 
and women. 

As the highest-ranking civil rights official in our country， 
Reynolds has bceen arguing that affirmative action PITOgrams 
should benefit only actual victims of proven employmecnt 
discrimination. Reynotds has been leading also the chargc to 
water down Executive Order 11246 so that federal contractors， 
doing billions of dollars in business with the government，have 
no affirmative action hiring responsibilitics. 

In this 1985-86 tcerm，the U.S. Supreme Court is Considering 
three major affirmative action cases， Last week，the Court 
issued its decision in Wygant v、Jackson Board of Education. 
If the Wygant decision is exemplary of the Courbs stance on 
affirmative action，Reynolds needs to 1look elscwhere for 
Support of his anti-affirmative action Sentimcnts. 

During the 1976-77 and 1981-82 school years，the Jackson 
Board of Education in Michigan laid off some non-minority 
tcachers，while minority teachers with less seniority were re- 
tained. With the cooperation of the tcachers' union，the 
Jackson Board of Education was trying the retain minority 
teachers SO that the percentage of minority teachers would not

ANOTHER TRAGIC EXAMPLE

As Chinese Americans，we have no problem appreciating the 
pain and suffering of prolonged，enforced scparation from our 
ljove oncs due-to international hostility and political differ- 
enceSs， For Over twenty ycars，Chinese Americans were forced 
to turn against human nature by sevcring all ties and commu- 
nications with their Darents，wives，children and close_ relatives 
in China bccause of our policy of_ containment of China by 
military force during the Cold War period. Only Since the 
Us-China detente has the_ artificial and cruel barrier been 
gradually removed. 

lt is therefore quite understandable that Captain Wang 
Hsi-chuch of China Airline decided to defile Taiwan's ban on 
any form of contact between China and Taiwan in order to 
visit his 80-year-old father with whom he had had no contaet 
Since 1949! In this case，human nature，in the best tradition 
of Chinese culture，prevailed，in Spite Of personal risk and 
danger to others. 

The sad truth is that there are millions Of Chinese in 
Taiwan who are on the same boat as Captain Wang,，torn 
apart from -their love ones 37 years ago and unable to visit or 
write to them because existing laws in Taiwan prohibit them 


from doing So. They are the prcsent-day victims of dividcd 
China. 


Even more tragic and Shocking -is what co-pilot Tung 


Kuang-hsin8 told the press upon his return to Taiwan last | 


week.， He said he turned down an offer to meet with his 
80-ycar-old mothcr during his 20-day stay in China becausec he 
was determincd not to be trapped or tricked by the Chincse 
8ovcrnment， 上 rom his point- of view，"filial piety and loyalty 
(to the Taiwan government) are mutually cxclusive." 

This is indeed an incredible statecmcnt and a sad commen- 
tary coming from one who has been trained and educated in 
Taiwan which prides herself in being the sole lcgitimate 
custodian of truc Confucian ethics. 

We believe Capt， Wang's aspiration was lecgitimate and quite 
natural._ No political differences and lcgal prohibitions was 
going to denying him what is instinctively and irresistably his 
ycearning and his basic human rights， .On the other hand，we 
considcr Tung's _ decision and behavior，if what he said could 
be trusted，quite unnatural and disturbing. We wonder what 
kind of indoctrination program he has been Subjected to 
during his up-bringing to bring forth such violent Statement 
against human naturec， It most certainly is not the moral 
tceaching of Confucius.， Rather， it is evidence of rcprcsslon， 

We therefore urge the Taiwan government to rccognize the 
ncw political reality of our times and to heecd world-wide 
public calls to lift the ban and modify its policies so that the 


Chinesce people in Taiwan can legitimatecly fulrill thceir 
obligations to their love ones and mecet their fundamental 
human rights without having to make the crucl choice 


between the decisions of Wang and Tung. 


If the divided East/West _ Germany and North/South Korea 
could permit communications and visits among relatives，there 
is no reason for Taiwan to continue to deny her millions the 
same Tilghts. ，

a press conference and 
promptly expressed its inten- 
tion，in defiance of Taiwan's 
ban on formation of parties 
other than the Kuomintang， 
to return to Taliwan later this 
year "to _ break the govern- 
ments ban on 0opposition 
parties" and to play a role in 
the upcoming December elec- 
tions. 

Leading the party in exile 
is Hsu Hsin-liang，45$，for- 
merly elected magistrate of 
Taoyuan County (southwest 
of Taipei) until he was Sus- 
pended in 1979 from office 
illegal， anti- 
government  _ activities and 
now publisher of a Los Ange- 
les-based， Chinese-language 
weekly， Min Pao，a paper 
that promotes political inde- 
pendence for Taiwan. He 
was later indicted for sedi- 
tion in absentia and there js 
Still a warrant for his arrest. 

AnrothcrcleaderJirofthe 
newly formed party is Hsieh 
Tsung-min， 5$2， a former 
political prisoner， who was 
imprisoned and tortured by 
the KMT regime for his role 
in the Taiwan independence 
movement. 


INSPIRED 


Both Hsu and Hsieh are 
expected to take the TDP 
back to Taiwan - 8 move 
that virtually guarantees their 
arrest on arrlval. 

Despite the obvious danger， 
Hsu believes the time is right 
for his return to Taiwan

"We were greatly inspired 
by _ the Philippines，by what 
happened after Benigno 
Aquino tried to return,” Hsu 
said， "We think our return 
can revitalize the opposition 
ImOvement.”

SAN FRANCISCO - When 
Emily Lee Fong joined the 
Young  _ Women's _ Christian 
AsSssoclation in Chinatown， it 
was located in what was once 
a Saloon at Stockton and 
Sacramento Streets. 

That was in 1916. 

A teenager at the time，she 
interpreted for the non- 
English Speaking Chinese 
women who visited the cen- 
ter._ JIn addition，she taught 
English classes for the newly- 
arrived immigrants. 

Little did she know then 
that within two decades she 
would have a daughter who 
would follow in her footsteps 
as a volunteer at the_ center. 


LEADERSHIP 
On May 13$，Fong，now 88 
and her daughter Florinda 


Fong Huang，64，were hon- 
ored by the SF YWCA for 
their decades，Seven between 
them，of 1leadership in China- 
toOwn.

You make a lot 
of friends. Socially，it's very，

During World War TI the 
YWCA joined in the war

EUNDRAISING 


After the war，as the cen- 
ter's membership and commu- 
nity service increased， it 
became evident that a 1larger 
center waSs needed. Fong 
again put her fundraising 
Skills to the test. 

The SF YWCA provided 
$20;,000 toward .the building 
fund. The Chinatown YYWCA 
board of directors raised 
$25,000 1locally and from 
other Chinese communities on 
the Pacific coast. 

"A group of us women， 
three 0f us，decided to go to 
Stockton，Sacramento，Fresno， 
Bakersfield，San Diego，Los 
Angeles，Portland and Seattle. 
And Still we couldn't raise 
the whole amount. Finally， 
we came back and we had 
two Chinese theaters here to 
play for "us and we sold the 
tickets， That was in 1929." 


CLAY STREET 


In 1932 the new center at 
965 Clay St，was completed.

SAN FRANCISCO - Ramon 
Cortines， the newly hired 
Superintendent of schools met 
with Chinatown parents and 
School representatives 0n May 
22 to discuss his views on 
bilingual education， minority 
hiring and the state of the 
city'Ss Schools. 

"II agree with the philos- 
ophv that children need to 
learn two 1languages,” Said 
Cortines. 

He said he believed that 
bilingual education should be 
viewed as 3a part of the total 
School program，rather than 
as a remedial program. 


"What is killing bilingual 
education is the isolationlst 
attitude It bothers me

He 
said he will "try to heal some 
problems with _ the city and 
the School district.” 


MAINTENANCE 


Cortines said_ maintenance 
needs in the district total

Drug Program Helps Asians

SAN FRANCISCO - "When 
We Startecd，the word was out 
On the Streets that it was an 
casy program,”said Dr. Davis 
Ja，executive director of the 
AsSian American Residential 
Recovery Services (AARRS).

AARRS，the only residen- 
tial drug program in SF that

CLEAN AND SOBER

pline. Maybe they're spoiled. 
Maybe their parents are 
totally absent，Doing drugs 
and alcohol allows them to 
escape，and enjoy life in 
some way.: SO the: dropout 
rate js high.” 

But even the 
benefit，Ja_ claimed. "We know 
some people who left the 
program and who are still 
clean. And those who are 
back into using，have learned 
some things. They're Still 
looking for help outside." 

"Jim,” an Asian American 
reSident who spoke to E/W 
on the_ condition that his real 
name not be used，agreed 
that Such programs have 3 
long-term educational value. 
He was dismissed from 
another rcsidential program 
after one year，for failing to 
report a_ fellow resident who 
DOKCR3aNRAeTE But heshas 
been able to share many of 
the techniques he learned 
there with AARRS. 

"When I first came here， 
the grOuUpP Sessions were like 
educational seminars,” Said 
the former heroin addict， 
"One thing I helped initiate 
here is confrontation，8&8roup 
therapy - to help people be 
Oopen about thelr problems."” 


HIDING 


GrOUP discussions take up 
the largest Single chunk of 
time in the program， "Doug," 
an ASlian American resident 
with a quaalude addiction， 
testified that "they make you 
think about things youve 
been hiding. With me，lit was 
probably the fear of failure.…. 
They would ask me why [ 
feel 1like this，and they can 
come down on you pretty 
hard. 

“Sometimes they get into 
Swearin8g.

NO SUPPORT SYSTEM 


The biggest problem he had 
to overcome，Jim felt，"was to 
communicate with my family. 
When IT left the other pro- 
8gIam，I still didn?t know how 
to relate with them. 工 was 
out there with no Support 
System， and 工 was lving 
under my family's roof 
again I knew IT had to do 
Something about it， 

"With this program， you'Te 
encouraged to open up about 
family problems. At home，I 
was encouraged to keep my 
problems to myself." 

Recent studies indicate that 
ASsian Americans have as 
high an incidence of drug 
abuse asS other Americans， Dr. 


Ja agreed，blaming the phe- 
nomenon largely on "the 
whole _ concept of identity， 


and the need of autonomy 
from family expectations and 
pressures... It's the issue oOf 
trying to find themselves." 
Another factor，he believes， 
is that "we live in a drug 
culture. Most of these kids 
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have grown up and seen their 
PaEentssntake pillsn as GE 
method of curing everything." 

The family Structure of 
AARRS，said Ja，is appropri- 
ate for Asians "because it's 
important in our culture 
Yet we can't use every ele- 
ment of Asian culture， 
because it doesn't always fit, 
Eor example，there'"s always 
been a contradiction -between 
the western concept of inde- 
pendence versus the_ eastern 
concept of mutual family 
dependency. For Asians com- 
ing into the program， they 
often try to rebel against the 
family.” 


WOMEN 


Only five of the 
dents are women， "We tend 
to get less females than 
males.、 That's partly because 
females get away with morey" 
he explained. "Asian females 
tend to be protected..， They 
don't drive cars under the 
influence，and if they're 
flagged down，the guys tend 
to let the women out and 
run，and they take the rap."

SAN FRANCISCO - Proposi- 
tion 51 pledges to help ease Cali- 
fornia's Insurance crunch and save 
tax dollars. But opponents of the 
controverslial initiative on the June 
3 ballot caution voters there is no 
guarantee the measure will perform 
either of those feats. 

The inltiative to change current 
liability laws has sparked the most 
creative and the mostvicious propa- 
ganda barrages in the campaign. 
The battle pits two of ther least 
Popular groups in the state against 
oneanother: Insurance companies 
VerStUsS trlal jawyers. 

But the initiative has also in- 
Volved many other powerful organ- 
1izations. SuUpporting Prop. $1，in 
addition to insurers，medical as- 
S$ociations and chambers of com- 
Inerce, are groups as varled as the 
National Federation of Indepen- 
dent Businesses, the California Re- 
publlcan Party and the Chinese- 
American Democratic Club in San 
Francisco. 

OPpposed are the California Trial 
Lawyers Association，state Attor- 
Dey General John Van de amp， 
other leading Democrats and the 
Consumers Unlon，the advocacy 
group that publishes Cozszmaer 尺 e- 

zorts. 

JOINT LIABILITY 


Proposition $1 would change 

rules governing“joint and several 
liability”Currently, if a civil suit 
iesults from an accident and a jury 
gwards millions of dollars to a vic- 

tm，any one of the responsible 
Parties can be forced to pay the 
entire award. 

FEor example, ifa drunken driver 
1S judged to be 90 percent respon- 
Sible,， and the city 10 percent be- 

cause of a pothole, the city could 
pay the entire amount if the driver 
doesn't have the money This is 
known as the“deep pocket”doc- 
trine. Insurance companies say Vic- 
ms and their lawyers go out of 
their way to include rich or well- 
insured parties in their suits. 

Under Proposition 51, joint lia- 
bility would remain in force for 
economic”damages 一 a victim 
Would getall ofthe moneyawarded 
formedical costs, anticipated medi- 
cal costs, and loss of potential earn- 

imngs. The change would only af- 
fect non-economic damages, those 
awarded for pain and suffering. 
Responsible parties would pay for 
Don-economlc damages only ac- 
cording to their percentage of re- 
Sponslbility. 
EAIR COMPROMISE 

“This is a fair compromise>”said 
Jack Angius, assistant news direc- 
tor of Taxpayers for Fair Responsi- 
bility, the pro-$1 lobbying group. 

JInsurers and some local govern- 
Iments blame the deep-pocket doc- 
trine for skyrocketing premiums， 
Premiums have increased as much 
as 400 percent for some organiza- 
tions; others, classed as bad TlsKks， 
can no longer get insurance Pro- 
tection at all. 

At least 56 of 441 cities in the 
State are DOW“ “going bare ”一 Oper- 
ating without insurance, according 
to the League of California Cities， 
a backer of Prop. $1. This is not 
entirely a result of the crunch， 
oOugh, as larger cities have tradi- 


tionally been self-insurers. 

The crunch has also made in- 
SuUrance high costing 一 and some- 
times unavailable 一 for public 
events. 9Upporters of Prop. $1 say 
it would eliminate the risks that 
nearly led to the cancellation of SF 
Chinatown's 1986 New Years Pa- 
rade. 


HARD-HITTING ADS 


Proposition Supporters have 
made their point with hard-hitting 
advertisements that play upon vot- 
ers Imistrust of lawyers, who often 
are given a high percentage oftheir 
clients” awards. 

In response, opponents of Prop. 
31 have accused its backers of in- 
difference to victims.“[They] say 
that toxlc polluters who cause can- 
cer Shouldn't be held fully respon- 
Sible， one television Spot claims. 

An irate Prop. $1 supporter rec- 
oOgnizing the strength of an envi- 
ronmental appeal in this state， 
scoffed at the ads.“They?re bring- 
ing in toxic pollution to muddy up 
the waters”Angius said . 

Buttoxic waste, along with Ford 
Pintos，and .the Dalkon Shield 
intra-uterine device are Strong ex- 
amples of cases in which large， 
puniltive damage awards have 
changed _ corporate behavior and 
lowered risks for other citizens. 

REMOVING TOOLS 

According to Harry Snyder, re- 
gonal director of the Consumers 
Unlon，the threat of high _ eco- 
DOomlc cost ls one of few :tools to 
enforce corporate responsibility in 


Such cases，especially when there ， 


are limits to criminal liabllity. Sny- 
der Says that Prop. 51 will remove 
this tool without keeping Promalses 
of lowering cost， 

Juries seldom fnd for large palin 
and suffering awards against goV- 
ernments，9Snyder sald，so_ little 
beneft will be passed on to tax- 
payers. 9nyder emnphaslzes that In- 
SUrers have not committed them- 
selves to lowering rates Prop. 51 
should pass. He also cites a Unl- 
Versity of Florlida study which 
found that the costs of premliums 
actually rose higher ln cities abol- 
ishing jointliability compared with 
cities that kept their liabllity laws 
Unchanged. 

Cilties in Californla pald out a 
total of $17 million in 1985S as a 
result of lawsuits, according to the 
League of California Cities. Much 
of this money stems from economic 
or medical damages and theoret- 
cally would beunchanged by Prop. 
5$1. (It takes from $1 to $Ss mllhlon 
to Support for a lifetime a young 
person crippled in an accident， 
states the American Paralysis As- 
SOcilation .) 2 

But Prop. $1 supporters Say 1ts 
not So _ much actual jury awards， 
but merely the threat of high dam- 
ages, that makes Insurance expen- 
sive. Most estimates Say that only 
abonut two percent of such lawsuits 
ever makeitto ajury. Many claimas 
are Settled out of court. 

“The basis of the insurance in- 
dustry is being able to predict 
losses _ over time》” said Edward 
Levy of the Association of Cali- 
fornia Insurance Companies. “The 
biggest benefit (of Prop. 51) is 
going to be psychologically, on 1D- 
SUrers，he added.

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Underdog Gonzalez Faces Uphill Battle 
Against Papan for State Senate Seat

SAN FRANCISCO - The re- 
tirement of Democratic State Sen- 
ator John FForan could have 
thrown open the June 3 primary 
for the 19th district. Instead, the 
important race for the tradition- 
ally Democratic seat has given As- 
semblyman Louis JPapan the 
chance to act like an incumbent. 

Papan, 5S8, is counting on his 14 
years as a State asSembly represen- 
tative to carry him into the Senate 
Seat. That casts frst-time cam- 
paigner Jim Gonzalez as theunder- 
dog, a role the 3S$-year-old former 
asSlstant to the mayor is playing to 
the hilt. 

Although the two candidates 
share Slimllar Democratic ideolo- 
giles, Gonzalez is using his position 
as an outsider to condemn the 
status quo and to make a passion- 
ate Plea for change. 

“This district has a real abun- 
dance of problems”Gonzalez said， 
clting housing, jobs and child-care 
as Imnmediate needs. 

MORE MINORITIES 

Papan acknowledges that the 
Senate district Includes more eth- 
nlc, minority, gayand lower-income 
constituents than does his current 
Sphere of influence in the bedroom 
commnunlty of San Mateo，indus- 
trial South San Francisco and a 
Southwestern portion of the city. 
But，Papan declared，the_ record 
shows that“Tlve been serving and 
Voting thelr interests already.?”

As chairman of the powerful As-

Gonzalez，a San Francisco na- 
tive，includes on his list of cre- 
dentials a five-year term as a spe- 
clal asslistant to San Francisco 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein, member- 
Shijp in Mission District groups 
and a Stint as the chalirman of the 
State leglislature's Hispanic Staff 
Caucus. His top priority has been 
cleanup of toxic waste, but he has 
also worked on city jobs programs. 


Gonzalez's campaign literature also 
StreSses his role as the city'Ss co- 
ordinator for the 1984 Democratic 
National Convention. 

ASIAN TIES 

Gonzalez said his ties to the Asian 
communlty stem from work with 
Chinatown leaders on projects in- 
cluding jobs for teenagers and a 
slot on the JIntergroup Clearing- 
house，which links various ethnic 
and religlious organizations. 

Both candidates said they oppose 
Proposals to deslgnate English as 
the official language of California. 
Both had strong criticism for cur- 
rent policles of the Immigration 
and Naturallization Service (INS).
